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The  object  of  the  Society  is  to  delineate  remains  of  Antiquity;  e.  g.  ancient  Ecclesiastical, 
Military,  and  Domestic  Edifices,  Sepulchral  Monuments,  Fonts,  Brasses,  Stained  Glass,  Tiles, 
Armour,  Dress,  Jewellery,  Plate,  Embroidery,  Furniture,  Carvings,  Illuminations  of  ancient 
MSS.,  Copies  of  rare  Prints,  Portraits,  Seals,  Coins,  Heraldry,  &c.  Ac.,  illustrative  of  the 
early  and  middle  ages. 

Supposing  the  Society  to  consist  of  100  members,  each  subscribing  10s.  GJ.,  it  is  calculated 
that  an  annual  volume  of  40  or  50  prints  might  be  produced,  to  a copy  of  which  every  sub- 
scriber would  be  entitled.  But  as  probably  only  some  of  the  members  would  wish  t<> 
contribute  the  requisite  drawings,  each  contributor  would  have  to  send  his  or  her  portion  of 
the  whole  number.  For  instance,  if  forty  prints  were  required,  and  there  were  twenty 
members  who  would  contribute  the  drawings  for  them,  each  would  have  to  send  two. 

Every  such  contributor  to  be  entitled  to  ten  extra  impressions  from  each  of  his  drawings, 
with  the  priviledge  of  having  as  many  more  taken  at  his  own  expense  as  he  may  think  proper: 
it  being,  however,  understood  that  such  extra  impressions  shall  not  be  offered  for  sale,  nor 
used  for  publication  in  other  works.  It  is  not  requisite  that  the  contributors  of  the  drawings 
should  draw  them  themselves. 

The  size  of  the  Anastatic  Drawings  must  not  exceed  74  inches  by  94,  inclusive  of  the  written 
names,  and  exclusive  of  the  margin.  The  name  of  each  subject  and  of  the  artist,  and  also  the 
year  when  drawn,  to  be  written  within  the  size  mentioned.  The  drawings  to  be  sent  to  the 
Secretary  not  later  than  August. 

Contributors  who  wish  to  colour  prints  taken  from  their  drawings,  must  mention  it  to  the 
Secretary  when  they  send  them. 

It  is  desirable  that  the  drawings  be  as  much  as  possible  of  subjects  hitherto  unpublished; 
or  be,  at  least,  original  sketches. 

A short  description  of  each  should  also  be  sent,  from  which  a Descriptive  List  for  the  year 
will  be  formed. 

Members  doubling  or  trebling  their  subscription  to  be  entitled  to  so  many  more  copies  of  the 
work ; or  subscribers  of  a guinea  may  have  folio  copies,  with  the  prints  on  tinted  paper. 
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The  Secretary  to  be  allowed  to  have  three  copies  of  the  annual  volume. 

Persons  wishing  to  become  Members,  and  Members  wishing  to  withdraw  from  the  Society, 
are  requested  to  inform  the  Secretary  as  early  in  the  year  as  possible.  Members  intending  to 
contribute  drawings  should  make  known  their  intention  to  the  Secretary  not  later  than  May; 
and,  if  possible,  mention  the  intended  subjects  of  them,  in  order  to  prevent  duplicates  being 
sent.  They  are  also  requested  to  read  over  the  regulations  respecting  the  drawings  before 
they  begin  them,  and  again  when  they  think  they  are  finished. 

Instructions  and  materials  for  Anastatic  Drawing  may  be  procured  from  Mr.  Cowell, 
Butter-Market,  Ipswich.

gamo  in  Lombardy ; a very  perfect  specimen  of  a round  Church,  and,  to  all  appearance,  preserving  all  its 
original  features  without  alteration  or  addition.  Gaily  Knight  attributes  it  to  a very  early  date ; but  I should 
be  rather  inclined  to  think  with  Mr.  Furgusson,  that  it  belongs  to  the  11th  or  12th  century.  The  design  is  a 
very  elegant  one, — a dome,  finished  with  a small  lantern,  supported  by  two  tiers  of  round  arches  on  slender 
columns,  eight  in  each  tier,  and  is  surrounded  by  an  aisle.  Both  the  lower  portion  of  the  aisle,  and  the  tri- 
forium,  are  vaulted.  An  eastern  Chancel  and  Apse  are  attached  to  the  building.  The  Church  is  a small  one, 


and  not  easily  found,  as  it  is  much  surrounded  by  trees, 
of  a hill.

IV.  ^pichrrslrtgj)  JlFarm,  near  IBaltonm.  Mans.  B.  Buffat. — This  house  is  about  midway  between 
Upton  and  Worcester,  and  its  date  is  said  by  the  people  of  the  place  to  be  of  the  time  of  Henry  Vlltli : but 
having  greatly  suffered  by  fire  at  the  time  of  the  battle  of  Worcester,  1651,  and  undergone  alterations,  prob- 
ably very  little  of  the  original  building  remains. 

V.  Ancient  Cellars,  iltglj  .Street,  Bristol.  G.  Pryce , Esq. — These  were  used  by  merchants  in  the 
15th  century  for  depositing  their  heavy  goods. 

VI.  ©lb  Engltslj  Domestic  Utensils.  T.  N.  Bruslijield , Esq. — 1,  Model  of  a child’s  cradle  of 
Staffordshire  ware  of  the  17th  century ; red  body,  dark  brown  glaze  with  ornaments  and  date  (1693)  in  straw- 
coloured  barbetini.  2,  Old  English  peg- tankard,  with  six  studs  or  pegs  inside  to  graduate  the  contents;  made 
of  oak  hooped  with  ash,  height  lb  inches,  holds  five  pints.  u To  promote  conviviality,  those  who  drank  short 
of,  or  beyond  the  pin  were  obliged  to  repeat  the  draught.”  Fosbrooke's  Encyclopaedia,  of  Antiquities. — Both 
these  specimens  are  in  the  Museum  of  T.  Bateman,  Esq.,  Yolgrave,  Derbyshire. 

AH I.  Cross  at  Clones,  IBonagljan.  Miss  Tipping. — Numbers  1 and  2 are  panels  alternate  on  the 
side : number  3 is  a panel  on  the  end  and  under  the  arm  of  the  Cross.  An  Abbey  for  Augustine  Monks  was 
founded  at  Clones  and  dedicated  to  SS.  Peter  and  Paul  about  a.d.  500,  by  S.  Tigernach,  who  on  becoming 
Bishop  of  Clogher  fixed  his  Episcopal  residence  at  Clones. 
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VIII.  IHonummt  of  a pilgrim,  in  ttjo  (Cjjurcfj  of  S.  Prasscbc,  Eomr*  Rev.  J.  M.  Gresley. — 

Although  Pilgrims  in  the  middle  ages  formed  a very  numerous  class,  very  few  monuments  of  them  now  exist. 
The  present  drawing  is  reduced  from  a rubbing  of  a slab  taken  by  the  Rev.  G.  S.  Cautley  in  1856.  John  of 
Monte  Opuli,  a village  among  the  mountains  near  Rome,  appears  to  have  given  up  his  business  as  a druggist 
and  to  have  betaken  himself  to  a Pilgrim’s  life.  As  such  he  is  here  represented  in  his  characteristic  habit.  Upon 
his  broad-brimmed  hat  and  his  scrip  is  set  the  scallop-shell : in  his  right  hand  he  holds  his  statf  or  bourdon. 
His  inner  vest,  or  tunic,  buttoned  down  the  breast  and  from  the  wrists  upwards,  reaches  nearly  to  his  ancles. 
Over  this  he  wears  a sclavine , the  peculiar  garb  of  Pilgrims, — a kind  of  cloak  or  robe,  with  short  and  loose 
open  sleeves,  falling  over  the  shoulders  to  a little  below  the  elbows.  This  was  made  of  coarse  material ; some- 
times of  skins  dressed  with  the  hair  outside,  as  here  represented.  Contrary  to  the  usual  custom  of  Pilgrims  he 
wears  shoes,  slashed  down  the  instep.  This  monument  affords  a good  illustration  of  the  description  of  Pilgrims’ 
dress  in  our  old  poets.  The  date  of  it  is  probably  about  a.d.  1300.  “ This  is  the  grave  of  John  of  Monte 

Opuli,  druggist : what  ye  are,  I was : what  I am,  ye  shall  be : ye  shall  pray  for  me  a sinner : do  penance.” 

IX.  Xorti]  IDordj,  0EarbIincjton  (Cijurdj,  lilantpsjjirc.  J.  R St.  Aubyn , Esq. 

X.  dfijfst  in  0Hatfj  Cljurrij,  Iforksljtrc,  formerly  at  Srrfaaux  SPblicib  G.  Gibson , Esq. 

XI.  JBonuments  at  ^UcrtomiHauIclirrcr  anti  Eanftdti,  Uorhsljtrc.  T.  Jl.  Gibson , Esq.— The 

former  of  these  probably  represent  members  of  the  Mauleverer  family,  who  held  the  estate  from  nearly  the 
Conquest  to  the  year  1720,  when  it  passed  into  the  female  line,  and  was  sold  in  1805  by  Colonel  Thornton  to 
Lord  Stourton  for  £163,000.  The  shields  are  uncharged,  and  the  greyhound  (the  arms  of  Mauleverer)  does 
not  appear  anywhere.  The  effigies,  which  are  of  oak,  are  in  chain  mail,  with  no  plate  on  either  knee  or  elbow, 
but  the  rings  are  not  cut  in  the  wood.  Allen  says  that  Richard  Mauleverer,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  Ilnd,  gave 
this  Church  of  S.  Martin  to  a Priory  of  Benedictines  which  he  founded  at  this  place. 

The  Chantery  of  the  Marmions  in  the  Church  of  Tanfield  was  founded  in  1343  by  Maud  Marmion,  after  she 
and  her  son,  Lord  Robert  Marmion,  had  concluded  a marriage  between  his  youngest  sister  and  heiress,  Avicia, 
and  Sir  John  Grey  of  Rotherfield ; their  issue  to  take  the  name  of  Marmion.  They  had  two  sons,  both  of  whom 
in  turns  held  Tanfield,  Lords  John  and  Robert  Marmion.  The  former  died  childless  in  a voyage  with  John 
of  Gaunt.  Leland  was  told  that  in  the  u high  tumbe  of  alabaster  in  the  midle  of  the  Chapel  ....  lyeth  one 
Lorde  John  Marmion”:  others  ascribe  it  to  his  brother  Robert.  He  is  clad  in  plate  armour:  on  his  head  is  a 
bascinet  with  camail,  resting  upon  his  tilting  helmet,  which  lias  a plume  of  feathers  for  a crest.  This  tomb 
retains  the  original  iron  hearse  for  the  pall  and  lights,  which  is  now  of  very  rare  occurrence. 

XII.  XIII.  tCfjc  pulpit,  (Cttcklct  (Cijurrf),  anti  Wqz  (Etlcg  (Crabcstonrs,  I£pam,  ©cr&nsfjtru 

Mrs.  Wihnot. — The  history  of  the  plague  at  Eyam  in  1666  is  well  known.  It  was  conveyed  thither  from 
London  in  a box  of  clothes.  The  Rev.  W.  Mompesson,  the  Vicar,  u conceiving  that  the  assembling  of  his 
congregation  in  the  Church  during  the  hottest  parts  of  the  year,  would  in  all  probability  aggravate  the  virulence 
of  the  disorder,  and  give  a wider  range  to  the  evil,  collected  his  little  flock  together  in  a deep  romantic  dell  in 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  Eyam,  where  on  Sundays,  and  occasionally  again  during  the  week,  he  addressed 
them  from  a rocky  eminence,  now  called  Cucklet  Church.”  u A range  of  fine  ash  trees,  probably  planted  from  a 
feeling  of  veneration  for  this  consecrated  place,  form  the  boundary  of  the  little  area  where  it  stands.  The  rock, 
thus  denominated,  projects  from  the  side  of  a steep  hill,  where  it  appears  like  an  irregularly-formed  building. 
It  is  excavated  through  in  different  directions,  the  arches  being  from  twelve  to  eighteen  feet  high.  From  the 
portico  of  these  arches,  in  the  midst  of  a romantic  dell,  and  surrounded  with  the  rocks  and  the  mountains  of 
the  Peak,  Mompesson  administered  the  consolations  of  Religion  to  his  mourning  people,  during  a period  of 
sorrow  and  suffering  almost  unparalleled  in  village  history.”  Of  a population  of  330,  there  died  259.  u The 
situation  of  the  Riley  Grave-stones,”  near  Riley  Cottage,  “ is  on  an  elevated  piece  of  ground  not  half  a mile 
from  the  village.  A wall  has  been  erected  round  the  stones  that  remain ; but  many,  whose  resting  places  are 
not  distinguished  by  any  mark,  except  a gentle  swell  in  the  turf  that  covers  them,  are  not  included  within  this 
humble  paling.”  “ Six  head-stones  and  one  tabular  monumental  stone,  yet  remain  to  tell  the  tale  of  the  total 
extinction  of  a whole  family,  with  the  exception  of  one  boy,  in  the  short  space  of  eight  days.” — Rhodes'  Peak 
Scenery , &c.,  pp.  31—43. 

XIV.  Stone  (Cross,  Lxampisljam,  Ooi'SCtSijtl'C.  Mrs.  Grove. — This  curious  piece  of  antiquity  is 
in  the  Church-yard.  It  consists  of  the  base  of  a Cross  elevated  on  three  ranges  ol  steps,  to  the  east  side  of 
which  is  annexed  a long  stone,  like  an  altar-tomb;  but  from  the  four  holes  in  it,  and  in  the  steps,  it  seems 
rather  to  have  served  as  a place  to  preach  from,  and  to  have  been  covered  with  a temporary  pent-house  or 


awning.  Round  the  four  sides  of  the  base  is  an  inscription  much  injured  by  time,  of  which  only  the  following 
is  legible, — 1Et  etc  tricit  porter  . . . . . 3n  nomine  3'f)U.  Above  are  four  compartments  of  Ecclesiastical  His- 
tory, representing  the  stoning  of  S.  Stephen,  the  martyrdom  of  S.  Thomas  a Becket,  the  martyrdom  of  S. 
Edmund  (as  is  conjectured,)  and  two  figures  sitting  at  a long  table,  to  which  a man  kneels  on  one  knee.  Over 
the  projections  at  each  end  of  the  panels  are  carved  whole  length  figures  of  S.  Peter  with  a scroll,  the  cock 
standing  on  a pillar,  a man  sitting  in  the  character  of  a fool,  a monk  sitting,  another  fool  and  another  monk 
both  sitting,  and  two  men  in  armour  standing.  At  the  bottom  of  the  shaft  is  the  word  tu'xt,  probably  part  of 
an  inscription  now  erased. 

XV.  (“barbing  tit  teoob,  Jlalbcrn  Stelicu  ©Ijitrri).  Mons.  B.  Buffat. — This  is  underneath  one  of 
the  seats  in  the  Chancel,  and  represents  three  rats  hanging  a cat. 

XVI.  $?alcs  ©tent  gUtecu,  ^ropsfjirc*  J-  p-  Grazebrook , Esq. — Iv.  John,  anno  regni  16,  gave  the 
manor  and  advowson  of  the  Church  of  Hales  to  Peter  de  Rupibus,  Bishop  of  Winchester,  for  the  endowment 
of  an  Abbey  of  Premonstratensian  Canons,  which,  says  Tanner,  seems  to  have  been  begun  and  finished  at  the 
charges  of  the  Crown,  though  the  Bishop  of  Winchester  had  the  patronage.  It  was  dedicated  to  the  Blessed 
Virgin  and  St.  John  the  Evangelist,  according  to  a MS.  in  the  Ashmolean  Library,  but  was  usually  called 
St.  Mary  of  Hales.  Abbat  Taylor  surrendered  it  to  the  King,  9th  June,  1538,  29th  Hen.  VIII.  He  had  a 
pension  for  life  of  £66  13s.  Ad.  yearly.  The  Site  and  most  of  the  lands  were  granted  in  the  30th  Hen.  VIII. 
to  Sir  John  Dudley. — Mon.  Ang.  VI.  pp.  926-7. 

XVII.  flail  of  tijc  ftespitium,  .fountains  Hhhcn.  T.  //.  Gi  bson , Esq. — The  Hospitium  is  said 
in  the  Abbey  records  to  have  been  built  by  John  de  Cancia,  who  Avas  Abbat  from  1220  to  1247.  This  apart- 
ment, which  is  vaulted  from  a row  of  five  pillars,  is  73  feet  long  by  23  wide,  and  may  have  been  the  Dining- 
Hall  of  his  guests. 


XVIII.  fHanrijeSter  in  1857*  Mrs.  J.  M.  Gresley. — 1,  2,  Pastoral-Staff  Heads  of  the  12th  century, 
copper  gilt,  and  blue  enamel.  3,  “ Heaume”  of  the  time  of  K.  John,  discovered  at  Eynsford  Castle,  Kent, 
worn  only  in  actual  combat,  when  it  was  placed  over  the  coif-de-mailes  and  chapel-de-fer,  and  rested  on  the 
shoulders.  4,  Tilting  helmet  of  the  time  of  Henry  Vlth,  as  is  indicated  by  the  globular  form  of  the  crown, 
and  the  roundness  of  the  anterior  portion.  5,  Holy-water  sprinkle  of  the  15th  century:  a Avooden  mallet, 
bound  with  iron,  and  furnished  with  iron  spikes.  6,  “A  pair  of  spurs  with  a portion  of  chain-mail  of  the  15th 
century,  discovered  in  the  bed  of  the  Seine,  encrusted  with  petrified  clay.”  7,  Fine  long-toed  solleret  or  steel 
shoe,  Avith  long-necked  spur,  of  the  time  of  Henry  Vlth.  8,  “This  is  the  Dagger  with  which  Felton  killed 
the  Duke  of  Buckingham : it  Avas  picked  up  by  Firebrace,  valet  to  the  Duke,  who  gave  it  to  Susan  first  Countess 
of  Denbigh,  avIio  was  sister  to  the  Duke.”  Speaking  of  Felton,  Sir  Henry  Wotton  says,  “In  a by  cutler’s 
shop  of  ToAver-hill  he  bought  a ten-penny  knife,  (so  cheap  Avas  the  instrument  of  this  great  attempt,)  and  the 
sheath  thereof  he  sewed  to  the  lining  of  his  pocket,  that  he  might  at  any  moment  draw  forth  the  blade  alone 
Avith  one  hand,  for  he  had  maimed  the  other.”  9,  Group  in  full  relief  intended  as  an  inkstand;  height  15  in., 
Urbino  Avare,  circa  1550.  A young  man  in  the  costume  of  the  period  is  playing  on  an  organ : on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  instrument  a boy  is  working  the  bellows,  of  which  there  are  tAvo : the  lower  part  of  the  pedestal 
contains  a space  for  the  inkstand. 

XIX.  IZffxgu  of  Sir  Haurtcc  be  Flaunt,  ©fjurcl)  of  tl ic  Flaunts,  Bristol.  h.  s.  Wasbrough , 
Esq. — He  Avas  the  founder  of  the  Hospital  of  the  Gaunts,  Bristol,  and  died  a.d.  1230. 

XX.  ©mtrobc  tit  HlartR  Rev.  J.  L.  Petit. — A Arery  old  Church.  It  is  mentioned  by  Fergusson  (in 
his  Handbook  of  Architecture,  II.  p.  568,)  as  having  been  founded  a.d.  960,  and  probably  completed,  as  we 
now  see  it,  within  a century  of  that  date.  It  has,  like  many  other  German  Churches,  a western  as  Avell  as  an 
eastern  Apse.  The  former,  which  is  given  in  the  drawing,  is  flanked  by  tAvo  circular  Towers,  which  are  joined, 
as  not  unfrequently  in  the  north  of  Germany,  by  a compartment  raised  above  the  roof  of  the  building.  In  the 
present  case,  however,  this  compartment  is  evidently  someAvhat  later  than  the  turrets.  The  interior  of  the 
Church  is  plain,  but  has  some  peculiarities  in  construction. 

XXL  flcbmorc  Cjiurri),  Morcrstcrsljirc.  J.  P.  Grazebrook , Esq. — The  Church  of  Pedmore  is 
dedicated  to  S.  Peter.  There  Avas  a priest  here  at  the  time  of  the  Domesday  Survey.  In  the  Tympanum  of 
the  entrance  arch  our  Lord  is  represented,  surrounded  by  an  elliptical  glory,  supported  by  the  emblems  of  the 
four  Evangelists. 
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XXII.  Sculls,  J.  Dearden , Esq. — Circular  Seal  of  the  Chapter  of  Dunkeld,  in  Perthshire,  dedicated  to 
S.  Colnmba,  Abbat  of  Iona,  who  died  June  9th,  A.D.  597,  ait.  77.  He  is  represented  seated  and  mitred, 
supporting  a Pastoral  Staff  in  his  left  hand  ; his  right  hand  is  uplifted  in  the  act  of  conferring  his  benediction. 
On  either  side  appears  an  Angel  employed  in  incensing.  An  arched  scroll  is  inscribed  s’  COLV  MBA. 
The  legend  of  the  seal,  when  translated,  is  The  Seal  of  the  Chapter  of  Dunkeld  for  causes  and  other  business. 

Large  oval  Seal  of  John  Bourghill,  or  Burghill,  a Dominican  Friar,  Chaplain  and  Confessor  to  K.  Richard 
Ilnd.,  who  promoted  him  first  to  the  See  of  Landaff,  May  31st,  1396,  and  within  three  years  later  to  the  See 
of  Lichfield  and  Coventry,  void  by  the  translation  of  Richard  Scroope  to  the  Archbishoprick  of  York.  He  died 
in  May,  1414.  Legend, — The  seal  of  John , Bishop  of  Landaff , of  the  Order  of  Preachers.  Three  elaborate 
canopies  are  introduced : the  central  one  is  occupied  by  our  Saviour  with  keys  in  His  right  and  a globe  in  His 
left ; the  dexter  one  by  S.  Paul ; the  sinister  by  an  Archbishop.  Above  these  two  are  two  Bishops,  perhaps 
SS.  Dubritius  and  Eliud,  the  first  two  Bishops  of  Landaff.  In  the  exergue  beneath  S.  Paul,  are  the  ancient 
arms  of  the  See, — the  key  and  sword  in  saltire.  Under  our  Saviour  is  the  Bishop,  John  Bourghill,  in  his 
Pontificalia : and  under  the  Archbishop  is  a shield,  probably  the  private  arms  of  the  Bishop, — crusuly,  with 
three  talbots’  heads  erased.  The  matrices  of  these  two  seals  are  in  the  possession  of  James  Dearden,  of  Roch- 
dale, Esq. 

Circular  Seal  of  the  Abbey  of  Austin  Canons  at  Roucester-in-Dovedale,  Staffordshire,  founded  by  Richard 
Bacon,  about  A.D.  1146.  It  is  divided  into  three  compartments,  of  which  that  in  the  centre  is  occupied  by  the 
Abbat,  standing,  with  his  Pastoral  Staff  in  his  right  hand  and  a globe  in  his  left.  In  a niche  above  is  S.  Mary, 
seated,  with  the  infant  Jesus.  In  each  of  the  other  two  compartments  are  eight  monks  in  their  habit,  with  a 
large  star  over  their  heads,  and  above  these  compartments  are  two  angels  with  censers.  The  legend  was  prob- 
ably,— The  Common  Seal  of  the  Abbat  arid  Convent  of  the  Blessed  Mary  of  Boucester-in-Dovedale. 

The  Oval  Seal  of  the  Carthusian  Priory  of  Beauvale,  or  Gresley,  in  Nottinghamshire,  founded  by  Nicholas  de 
Cantilupe  in  37  Ed.  Ill,  has  our  Lord  seated  within  a niche,  the  head  of  which  is  formed  by  two  trefoil-headed 
arches.  His  right  hand  is  raised  in  benediction,  and  in  His  left  He  holds  a globe  surmounted  by  a Cross.  In 
a small  niche  below  is  an  Ecclesiastic  praying.  Legend, — The  Common  Seal  of  the  House  of  Beauvale  of  the 
Order  of  Carthusians. 

In  the  Oval  Seal  of  the  Cistercian  Abbey  of  Crokesden,  Staffordshire,  founded  by  Bertram  de  Verdun  A.D. 
1176,  S.  Mary,  to  whom  all  Cistercian  Monasteries  were  dedicated,  is  seated  with  the  infant  Jesus  in  a canopied 
niche,  against  the  dexter  side  of  which  is  affixed  a shield  of  the  arms  of  the  Founder, — Or,  fretty  Gules.  In  a 
niche  below  S.  Mary  is  the  Abbat  standing  with  his  Pastoral  Staff.  Legend, — The  Seal  of  the  Abbat  and 
Convent  of  the  Vale  of  S.  Mary  of  Crokesden.  This  Seal  was  probably  made  in  1313. 

The  drawings  of  the  three  preceding  seals  are  made  from  casts  taken  by  Mr.  Doubleday  from  impressions 
attached  to  the  deeds  of  the  surrender  of  the  respective  Monasteries  in  the  Augmentation  Office. 

The  beautiful  oval  Seal  of  Asteley  College,  Warwickshire,  founded  by  Sir  Thomas  de  Asteley  in  17 
Ed.  III.,  lias  S.  Mary  standing  with  our  Lord  in  her  arms  in  a canopied  niche  with  reticulated  back-ground, 
on  either  side  of  which  is  a shield  with  the  arms  of  the  F ounder, — Azure , a cinquefoil  Ermine.  In  the  exergue 
is  an  Ecclesiastic  praying.  Legend, — The  Common  Seal  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  [of  the  Church  of  the  Blessed] 
Mary  of  Asteley. 

The  circular  Seal  of  the  Founder  exhibits  a shield  of  his  arms  within  a richly  ornamented  huitfoil. 
Legend, — The  Seal  of  Thomas  lord  of  Asteley. 

These  Asteley  seals  are  from  documents  in  the  possession  of  the  Vicars  Choral  of  Lichfield : with  some  im- 
perfections in  the  second  supplied  from  a cast  by  Mr.  Doubleday. 


XXIII.  IZtigarA  Cntic,  (Fluster.  Miss  A.  M.  Eeid. — A Roman  remain:  the  figure  of  Minerva  is 
sculptured  in  the  rock  with  her  emblem  the  Owl.  The  rock  is  in  a field  near  the  river. 


XXIV.  (Frdbhcrnc  IHonaStrrb,  Somrrsctsljirc.  A.  A.  Clarke,  Esq. — This  was  once  a particularly 
picturesque  and  massive  low  building,  with  a deep,  steep  roof,  all  covered  with  a profusion  of  the  richest  and 
most  luxuriant  ivy,  affording  accommodation  to  hundreds  of  singing  and  chirping  birds.  It  lay  under  the 
shadow  of  the  stately  Church  and  its  surrounding  tall  and  feathering  elms,  and  was  indeed  a delightful  old 
building.  It  was  sacrificed  to  the  lawless  taste  of  a lay  impropriator  of  the  great  Church’s  own  property,  who 
abused  las  possession  of  it  by  the  wanton  destruction  of  the  whole  of  this  once  Religious  House,  and  erecting 
on  its  sacred  site  a genteel  white  house  of  the  secular  order  of  stucco ; which,  standing  in  juxtaposition  with 
the  fine  old  grey-toned  Church  and  its  guardian  trees,  presents  an  object  certainly  much  more  conspicuous 
than  harmonious. — A.  A.  C. 
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XXV.  feat  tosstngtjcxm  ©all,  Norfolk.  F.  Sutton , Esq. — This  elaborate  specimen  of  moulded 
brick-work  appears  from  the  arms  inserted  in  each  panel  of  the  walls  to  have  been  erected  shortly  after  the 
year  1500  by  the  Jennys  family,  into  whose  hands  the  manor  passed  about  that  period.  The  portion  remaining 
is  about  half  the  original  front.  The  moat,  tilled  with  water,  still  exists  round  three  sides  of  the  building. 

XXVI.  Stone  Coffin,  Comsfiorougf} ; Coffin  5Ltb,  Hauoftlton=cn=lc=i^lorttjcn,  Horksljtre.  Mrs. 

Grove. 

XXVII.  Brunctou,  Somersetshire*  A.  A.  Clarke , Esq. — The  great  house  presents  a west  front  of 
much  splendour  of  Perpendicular  Architecture,  and  adjoining  are  a Chantry,  or  as  it  is  supposed,  the  Priests’ 
and  Choristers’  residentiary,  and  the  Church,  which  is  a picturesque  building,  bearing  a double  bell-gable.  Of 
this  Chantry-House  Freeman  says, — “It  is  an  oblong  Perpendicular  building  of  two  stages,  chiefly  remarkable 
for  the  octagonal  turret  which  gives  access  to  the  upper  one,  being  so  large  as  to  have  quite  the  air  of  an  oriel. 
A good  open  roof  and  some  fine  plaster  ceilings  of  a later  date  will  be  found  above.” 

XXVIII,  XXIX.  Buckminster  Cfjurcfj,  Hctcrstcrsfjtrc.  w.  J.  Gillett , Esq. — This  Church  was 
built  about  1307,  or  the  beginning  of  the  Decorated  English  style.  The  Sedilia  and  a few  other  remains  in 
the  Chancel  are  the  only  parts  of  this  date,  except  the  lower  stage  of  the  Tower  which  is  also  of  that  period. 
The  upper  part  of  the  Tower,  with  the  Spire,  which  has  a Beacon  Chimney  coming  out  of  it,  dates  back  to 
about  1370  or  1380.  There  are  very  few  Churches  now  left  that  have  the  Beacon.  The  Nave  lias  some  good 
Decorated  and  Perpendicular  windows  in  it.  There  is  a stone  staircase  to  the  Rood-loft.  Such  staircases  are 
by  some  supposed  to  have  been  Confessionals,  which  is  very  improbable. 

XXX.  Nortlj  IPorcfj,  Stratficlb All o rttrncr,  Bucks.  J.  P.  St.  Aubyn , Esq. 

XXXI.  Clialtcc,  (T-OttOf  Cfjurcfj,  JSfjrOpsfjfre.  The  Hon.  Mrs.  Howard. — This  beautiful  Cup,  of  the 
middle  of  the  16th  century,  12J  inches  in  height,  is  thus  mentioned  among  other  things  in  a Churchwarden’s 
book  written  a.d.  1630 : — “A  Communion  Cup  of  gould  & christall,  the  gift  of  Dame  Ellinor  Harras,  Lady  to 
Sir  Thomas  Harras,  Baronett,  to  the  Paricli  Church  of  Tonge.”  Sir  Thomas  Harries,  an  eminent  lawyer,  made 
serjeant-at-law  1589,  purchased  Tong  Castle  from  Sir  Edward  Slaney,  and  was  created  a baronet  in  1623.  He 
married  Eleanor,  daughter  of  Roger  Gifford,  M.D.  of  London,  physician  to  Queen  Elizabeth. — Burke  s Extinct 
and  Dormant  Baronetcies. 

XXXII.  Croufanb  Skkcu.  Mrs.  J.  M.  Gresley. — 1,  “23  Sept.  1742,  I was  at  the  Antiquarian 
Society  at  Spalding.  Tlie  Rev.  Mr  Ray  gave  me  one  of  the  old  knives  which  the  Abbat  of  Crowland  used  to 
make  presents  of  on  S.  Bartholomew’s  Festival.  A great  many  dozens  of  them  were  found  in  scouring  the 
river  Welland.”  2,  “June.  1744.  I got  another  of  these  knives  which  I presented  to  the  Duke  of  Montagu. 
There  is  a fine  ornament  of  gold  upon  it.” — W.  Stukeley's  MS.  Diary.  3,  Dagger,  or  knife,  144  inches  long, 
and  has  probably  been  about  3 inches  longer:  found  in  the  Welland.  4,  Knife  found  under  Croyland  Bridge. 
5,  6,  Small  Croyland  knives.  7,  8,  “Two  iron  keys  of  this  bigness  & shape,  found  in  Croyland  river.” — W. 
Stukeley's  MS.  Diary , 1743  or  4.  9,  10,  11,  Keys  from  the  Abbey  Church  and  Church-yard.  12,  13,  14, 

Upon  one  of  the  peal  of  bells  cast  by  John  de  Lythyngton,  Abbat  from  1427  to  1469.  It  has  the  motto, — En 
fHultis  Amu  5 Rcsonat  (Camp  an  a Joijanm's.  The  words  on  the  circular  ornament  are,  flju  mcrct  lath  Ijclpr.  15, 
Statuette  of  bone,  circa  1300  ; found  in  digging  a grave:  actual  size.  16, 17, 18, 19,  Brass  Tokens,  Counters, 
or  Jettons,  used  in  Monasteries  for  making  calculations,  in  the  same  sort  of  way  that  counters  are  now  used  at 
whist.  20,  Croyland  Token,  1664.  21,  Ornament  of  brass,  encircled  with  blue  and  red  enamel,  having  the 

Royal  Arms,  rose  and  thistle,  and  the  initials  C.  R.  Croyland  Abbey  was  fortified  for  Iv.  Charles  1st,  and 
taken  by  O.  Cromwell.  Of  the  above-named  articles,  numbers  3 — 6,  9 — 11,  15 — 21,  are  in  the  possession  of 
Thomas  Jackson,  Esq.,  Crawford  House,  Croyland.  22,  Conventual  Seal,  oval,  engraved  probably  soon  after 
the  translation  of  the  relics  of  S.  Guthlac  to  the  Abbey  Church,  A.D.  1136.  It  has  a full-length  figure  of  the 
Saint,  with  his  discipline  in  his  right  hand,  uplifted,  and  the  legend,  tjb  SIGILLVM  • SCI  • GVTHLACI  • ANACHOEITE  • 
from  a charter  belonging  to  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster.  23,  SIGILL’  COMMVNE  • ABBATIS  • ET  • CONVENTVS  . CROY- 
LAlSTDE : an  oval  seal,  of  the  13th  century,  representing  S.  Guthlac  chastizing  Satan,  whom  he  compelled  to 
assist  in  building  the  Church:  from  a charter  in  the  Augmentation  Office.  24,  Fragment  of  probably  the 
privy-seal  of  one  of  the  Abbat’s,  who  is  represented  in  the  space  below  S.  Mary  and  our  Lord  in  the  canopied 
niche.  The  concluding  letters  of  the  inscription,  anti,  alone  remain.  In  the  British  Museum.  25,  SIGILL?  • 
J0EUS  ■ WELLES  • ABBATIS  • DE  ■ CROYLADIE ; on  either  side  of  the  Abbat  in  the  niche,  with  his  Pastoral-staff  in 
his  left  hand  and  a book  in  his  right,  and  a nimbus  about  his  head,  are  the  arms  of  the  Abbey, — Gu .,  three 
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knives  erect  in  fesse  Ar.,  tlieir  handles  Or. ; and  Az.,  three  scourges  erect  in  fesse  Or. ; but,  instead  of 
quarterly,  each  upon  a separate  shield.  Below  the  figure  are  probably  Abbat  Welles’  own  arms, — Gu.,  a cross 
fleury  Or , within  a border  Az.,  enealuron  of  nine  crosslets  Ar.  This  impression  of  an  oval  seal  is  from  the 
Chapter-House,  Westminster. — Mon.  Ang.  II.  p.  105. 

XXXIII.  grcptsljop  SLauti’s  BoofbCasc  Mrs.  Beckett. — This  book-case  is  one  of  five  or  six, 
which,  until  about  twenty  years  ago,  stood  in  the  inner  or  eastern  Library  of  St.  John’s  College,  Oxford.  This 
Library  was  built  by  Archbishop  Laud,  who  had  been  President  of  the  College.  Externally  it  has  always 
been  a finished  and  beautiful  structure,  but,  curiously  enough,  the  internal  roof,  until  about  1837,  was  of  arched 
plaster,  and  perfectly  plain.  Its  only  furniture  consisted  of  the  book-cases  above  mentioned,  and  of  two  or 
three  others  made  of  deal,  with  panels  of  open  work  like  the  plainer  panels  of  the  original  book-cases,  but  with 
no  panels  containing  the  more  elaborate  devices  found  on  some  of  the  panels  of  the  older  or  oaken  book-cases. 
Obviously  these  deal  book-cases  had  been  made,  at  some  time  or  other,  to  imitate  those  of  older  date. 

When  the  College,  in  1837,  determined  to  fit  up  the  inner  library,  and  to  complete  the  inner  roof,  all  these 
book-cases,  which  were  evidently  not  originally  intended  for  the  room,  were  disposed  of.  That  from  which 
the  present  drawing  is  taken  belongs  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Hessey,  Head  Master  of  Merchant  Taylors’  School,  who 
instructed  Mr.  Wyatt  of  Oxford  to  restore  it  as  nearly  as  possible  to  its  original  appearance.  This  was  effected 
by  scraping  off  the  accumulated  coats  of  paint  and  thus  disclosing  the  original  oak ; and  also  by  removing  a 
deal  stand  upon  which  it  had  been  placed,  and  an  ugly  overhanging  deal  pediment. 

The  question  is,  Where  did  these  cases  come  from  ? The  dexter  compartment,  (to  speak  heraldically,)  has 
on  three  of  its  panels  a Mitre,  and  on  one  the  arms  of  the  See  of  Canterbury.  The  centre  compartment  has  on 
two  of  its  panels  a Mitre,  on  one  the  arms  of  the  See  of  Canterbury  impaling  Archbishop  Laud’s  private  arms, 
(viz.,  on  a chevron,  between  3 estoiles,  3 crosslets  patde  fitclffe,)  and  on  one  other  his  crest,  a Lark,  a lauda, — an 
allusion  to  his  name.  The  sinister  compartment  has  on  one  of  its  panels  Laud’s  private  arms,  and  on  three  his 
crest.  The  remaining  panels  in  each  compartment  are  plain. 

Hence  it  is  obvious  that  the  book-cases  must  have  been  put  up  by  Archbishop  Laud,  or  made  by  the  College 
in  honour  of  him,  or  acquired  by  the  College  from  his  property. 

Now  it  seems  unlikely  that  they  should  either  have  been  put  up  by  the  Archbishop,  or  have  been  made  by 
the  College  in  honour  of  him.  It  is  evident  that  they  must  have  been  made  for  a room  much  lower  in  height, 
and  that  they  were  only  adapted  to  this  room  by  most  clumsy  and  incongruous  additions.  We  cannot  suppose 
that  either  the  Archbishop  or  the  College  could  have  formed  so  inaccurate  an  estimate  of  a room  with  the  pro- 
portions of  which  they  were  necessarily  well  acquainted. 

It  remains,  therefore,  that  we  adopt  the  following  theory, — That  as  it  appears  by  the  Archbishop’s  Will 
that  he  gave  his  books  to  the  College  of  St.  John,  the  cases  in  which  they  had  been  kept  in  the  Archbishop’s 
Library  accompanied  them  ; and  that  the  College,  finding  them  disproportioned  to  the  room,  raised  them  upon 
stands,  and  afterwards  had  sundry  other  cases  made,  more  or  less  resembling  the  originals. 

XXXIV.  Scbtlta,  Sainton  (Cfjttrrij,  Xottmcjljamsljtrc.  Mrs.  C.  J.  Blagge. 

XXXV.  Vaster :Srpuldirr  anti  fHonumcnt,  Jlatnton  (fiiurdj,  Nottmsfjamsljtrr*  Miss  Banks 

Wright. — In  the  four  niches  along  the  base  are  soldiers  watching  the  Sepulchre.  Under  the  large  central 
canopy  is  our  Lord  rising  from  the  tomb,  and  a female  figure : another  of  the  women  and  an  angel  are  in  the 
left  compartment.  Above  are  the  Apostles  gazing  at  the  Ascension.  The  feet  of  our  Lord,  who  is  being  re- 
ceived into  Heaven  by  Angels,  have  been  broken  off;  but  the  impression  of  them  upon  the  hill  below  remains. 
The  small  niche  in  the  compartment  on  the  right  of  the  Resurrection  was  perhaps  for  the  reception  of  the  Host 
from  Good-Friday  to  Easter-Day. 

XXXVI.  ILantjlCg,  °1'  BofcflCtf,  Cliapd,  Sliropsllirr.  Miss  Allen.— It  is  conjectured  that  this 
Chapel  was  built  about  1270-72,  by  one  of  the  family  of  Burnell.  The  manor  of  Acton  Burnell  in  1280 
belonged  to  Robert  Burnell,  afterwards  Chancellor  of  England  and  Bishop  ot  Wells.  By  a deed  without  date, 
Robert  Burnell  grants  to  Richard  Burnell  of  Langley  all  his  manor  ot  Langellye  with  the  advowson  ot  the 
Chapel  of  Roldey,  &c ,,Pat : 12  Ed.  I.  m.  18.  Langley,  or  Rokeley,  Chapel  is  a venerable  and  interesting  edifice. 
In  compliance  with  an  Order  of  the  Long  Parliament,  the  Communion  Table  is  removed  from  the  east  wall  to 
such  a distance  as  to  allow  the  rails  with  a seat  and  kneeling  board  to  surround  it  on  the  east,  south,  and  north 
sides,  so  that  the  Communicants  might  receive  whilst  either  sitting  or  kneeling.  It  is  also  placed  with  the 
ends  towards  the  east  and  west,  and  not  u altar-wise.”  This  Chapel  contains  a great  number  ot  encaustic  tiles, 
whose  patterns  would  indicate  them  to  be  coeval  with  the  building. 
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XXXVII.  Butncti  Joutttam,  pepper  ©til,  Sfjropsljtrc.  The  Hon.  Mrs.  Howard.- — Pepper  Hill, 
about  a mile  and  a half  from  Albrigliton,  was  in  the  1 6t.li  century  a residence  of  the  Talbot  family,  and  still 
belongs  to  them.  It  is  now  a rather  ruinous  farm  house.  The  Talbot  lion  a few  years  ago  was  visible  upon 
this  Fountain,  but  has  been  almost  battered  out  by  being  pelted  by  the  farmer’s  boys. 

XXXVIII,  XXXIX.  jllrcplaccs  tit  a Jlarnt  ©ousc,  ©ttdmall  EorkadJ,  Xottingljamsfjtrc. 

Mrs.  Hudson. — Formerly  a Hall  of  some  importance,  the  property  of  the  Byron  family. 

XL.  fKosdra  ©dll,  ^tafforhsljtrr.  Iiev.  J.  Broolre. — This  old  Mansion  is  noted  from  having  formed 
one  of  the  retreats  of  King  Charles  Ilnd  in  his  flight  from  the  battle  of  Worcester.  He  reached  it  on  the  night 
of  Sunday,  Sept.  7th,  1651,  from  Boscobel,  about  five  miles  distant,  on  Humphrey  Penderel’s  mill-horse,  escorted 
by  the  five  Penderel  brothers  and  Francis  Yates.  Here  he  was  welcomed  and  concealed  by  Mr.  Whitgreave, 
the  owner,  in  whose  family  the  house  and  property  still  remain.  u The  Hole,”  in  which  the  King  took  refuge 
on  any  alarm,  is  still  shown  in  the  floor  of  one  of  the  rooms.  The  window  over  the  porch  is  that  of  the  little 
closet  in  which  he  sat  during  the  day ; and  which  communicated  by  means  of  a secret  door  Avith  the  bed-room 
adjoining. 

XLI.  Stalccasc,  Modisop^atcfoaij,  Nottlnsfiamsfjtrr,  Miss  F.  H.  Darwin. 

Capital  of  a pillar,  Ilkeston  Cljurrip  Drrbpslnrr.  Mrs.  Miles.— This  was  sketched  about  three 
years  ago,  during  the  restoration  of  the  Church.  The  foliage  is  an  unusual  application  of  the  vine  leaf.  Each 
leaf  forms  a grotesque  mask  by  simply  leaving  an  inch  and  a half  of  footstalk  appended;  so  that  on  reversing 
the  leaf,  and  presenting  the  under  portion  of  it  to  view,  it  forms  the  nose  of  the  countenance  : the  larger  nervures 
represent  the  broAV,  and  the  moustaches  and  beard  are  hinted  at  in  the  division  of  the  leaf  at  the  setting-on  of 
the  stem.  There  is  great  variety  in  the  expression  of  the  masks,  and  a good  deal  of  nobility  in  most  of  them, 
owing  to  the  marked  developement  of  broAV. 

XLII.  Cpmpanum  at  Stetou  12m  Cljttrrfj,  Salop.  Bev.  G.  L.  Wasey. — The  small  Church  of 
Aston  Eyre  near  Bridgenorth  Avas  consecrated  by  Robert  Betun,  Bishop  of  Hereford,  between  a.d.  1132 — 48, 
as  a Chapel  in  the  parish  of  Morville.  The  Bishop’s  document  states  that  it  was  consecrated  u defensione 
pauperum  pro  imminente  bellorum,”  and  that  “ Robertus  filius  Ahern  dedit  60  acras  et  totam  Xmam  dhio  suo 
et  una  mansione.”  The  endoAvment  deed  is  uoav  in  the  possession  of  Mr.  Morris  of  ShreAVsbury.  The  Church 
consists  of  a Nave  and  Chancel,  the  arch  into  which  has  an  uncommon  and  interesting  moulding  of  the  date 
above  mentioned.  The  Tympanum  over  the  south  door  is  in  excellent  preservation  and  in  very  deep  relief. 
The  subject  of  it  is  our  Lord’s  triumphant  entry  into  Jerusalem. 

®djr  hospital,  anti  Seal,  of  «S.  llatljcrtnc,  Briglitliobj,  Bristol.  G.  Pnjce , Esq. — A few  remains 
only  of  this  structure  now  exist.  It  Avas  founded  by  Lord  Robert  de  Berkeley,  Avho  died  May  13th,  1221,  and 
is  noAV  occupied  by  persons  in  humble  life. 

XLIII.  <Sotttlj  transept  anti  Slpsc,  Cljrist=(!Tliurrk,  ©ants.  Miss  G>  'esley. — The  Norman  part 
of  this  Church  was  the  work  of  its  Dean,  Ranulph  Flambard,  who  Avas  promoted  to  the  Bishopric  of  Durham 
a.d.  1099.  In  the  southern  division  of  the  South  Transept  this  style  of  architecture  predominates,  although 
the  circular  portion  eastward  has  been  partly  destroyed  by  the  erection  of  a Chapel  in  the  pointed  style,  on  the 
floor  of  which  is  the  tile  pavement  represented  in  the  next  drawing.  The  remaining  curved  part  includes  two 
semicircular  windows,  and  a bold  doubly-indented  moulding  forms  a cornice  immediately  beloAV  the  present 
roof.  There  is  a circular  stair-case  turret,  terminating  octagonally,  at  the  south-east  angle. 

XLIV.  3Tllc  fakement,  (fljnsLCljurd),  ©ants.  Bev.  J.  M.  Gresley. — Lord  Alwyue  Compton,  in 
the  Archaeological  Journal , Vol.  III.  p.  154,  observes, — “ The  number  of  existing  examples  of  the  original 
arrangement  of  pavements  of  decorative  tiles  is  iioav  so  small,  that  any  authentic  evidence  deserves  attention. 
It  is  chiefly  owing  to  the  neglect  of  such  authorities,  that  the  pavements  which  of  late  years  have  been  so  much 
in  vogue,  as  accessories  to  architectural  decoration,  have  for  the  most  part  so  unsatisfactory  an  appearance,  and 
harmonize  so  little  with  the  structures  which  they  are  destined  to  adorn.”  The  pavement,  here  drawn  as  it 
now  appears,  is  in  the  small  Chapel,  (marked  K in  Ferry’s  Antiquities  of  Christ- Churchy  built  on  the  north 
side  of  the  apse  east  of  the  South  Transept.  One  portion  of  it  has  been  much  disturbed  in  consequence  of  its 
lying  betAveen  tAvo  doors  leading  from  the  Church  into  the  Apse.  The  date  of  it  is  the  14th  century. 

XLV.  ftfonktOTjm'lcu  (Fljurdj,  lElltsljlrc.  M,  's.  Beckett. 
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XLYI.  Antiquities  fount!  in  tfjc  IHinster  anti  Stofoc  Pools,  ILtrijMb*  Mrs.  c.  Gresley.— 

These  are  now  in  the  possession  of  Charles  Gresley,  Esq. 

XLVII.  (Tympanum,  Cijurcfj  of  <5*  ffieorge,  jfortiingtou,  Qorsetstjirc.  Miss  Gresley. — A very 
early  sculpture,  representing  S.  George  of  Cappadocia  destroying  the  infidels  at  the  battle  of  Antioch,  A.D.  1098, 
as  described  by  Ordericus  Vitalis,  B.  ix.  ch.  10.  The  figures  bear  a remarkable  resemblance  in  point  of  cos- 
tume to  those  in  the  Bayeux  Tapestry.  S.  George  is  on  horseback,  with  a discus  about  his  head,  a mantle 
flows  from  his  shoulders,  and  a pryck  spiu-  is  affixed  to  his  right  heel.  He  is  represented  in  the  act  of  spearing 
an  infidel  with  a lance,  which  bears  at  the  other  end  a pennon,  charged  with  a Cross,  and  having  its  extremity 
divided  into  three  points,  emblematic,  as  is  supposed,  of  the  Holy  Trinity.  The  infidels  wear  conical  nasal 
lielmes,  and  have  long  kite-shaped  shields.  Two  of  them  are  represented  habited  in  a hawberk  and  chausses 
of  one  piece.  (See  Bloxam’s  Gothic  Architecture.)  The  extreme  width  of  the  sculpture  is  seven  feet.  When 
the  many  coats  of  colouring  which  concealed  it  had  been  removed,  the  lowest  was  found  to  be  a bright  red. 

XL VIII,  XLIX.  Z\)t  Blrsscb  Virgin,  anti  (fTalmd  tijr  Angel,  liolt,  ®orcrstcrsijtrG  H.  F. 

St.  John , Esq. — These  turn  heads  formed  part  of  a subject  representing  the  Annunciation.  With  the  exception 
of  the  wings  of  the  Angel,  there  is  no  other  part  remaining.  The  date  of  the  painting  must  be  the  end  of  the 
14th  or  the  beginning  of  the  loth  century.  The  Angel’s  head  is  particularly  fine. 

L.  St*  Maru’S  SAcll*  Rev.  J.  Brooke. — This  interesting  ruin,  called  in  the  Welsh  language  Ffynnon 
Vair,  is  situated  in  a beautiful  valley,  through  which  the  little  Elwy  flows  on  its  way  to  the  Vale  of  Clwyd, 
where  it  joins  the  river  a little  above  St.  Asaph.  Nothing  is  known  of  the  time  when  it  first  became  noted  for 
its  sanctity,  but  the  architecture  of  the  Chapel  which  adjoins  it,  and  of  which  it  probably  formed  a part,  evi- 
dently belongs  to  the  earlier  part  of  the  15tli  century,  while  that  of  the  well  itself  would  seem  to  have  been  a 
century  later.  The  edifice  consisted  of  a cruciform  building,  of  about  sixty  feet  in  length.  At  the  eastern  end 
was  a four-centred  window,  as  seen  in  the  farther  part  of  the  view ; and  at  the  western  end  stood  the  Well, 
forming,  as  it  seems,  its  western  limb.  This  is  about  7 feet  8 inches  square  internally,  with  three  of  its  sides 
formed  into  salient  angles,  above  which,  supported  by  shafts,  probably  arose  canopied  work,  like  that  of  St. 
Winifred’s  at  Holywell.  The  water,  of  which  there  is  a copious  stream,  escaped  through  an  arch  to  the  south, 
into  an  outer  receptacle,  where  bathers  were  enabled  to  descend  into  it  by  means  of  steps : the  overflow  then 
ran  through  a second  arch,  along  a channel  eastward,  through  the  south  Transept,  after  emerging  from  which 
it  found  its  way  along  the  south  side  of  the  Chancel  to  the  little  river  Elwy  a short  distance  off. 

LI.  HHoottou  ILotigc,  Stafforbslitrc*  Mrs.  Blagge. — A fine  old  Mansion,  said  to  have  been  designed 

by  Inigo  Jones.  The  principal  entrance  is  by  a broad  and  ample  flight  of  stone  steps,  through  a ciuiously 
ornamented  doorway,  simnounted  by  the  arms  of  Sir  Richard  Fleetwood,  Bart.,  who  is  believed  to  have  built 
the  Mansion,  and  by  whom  it  was  garrisoned  for  the  Royalists  in  the  reign  of  K.  Charles  1st.  The  structure 
retains,  for  the  most  part,  its  original  character.  It  was  sold  by  the  Fleetwoods,  about  the  close  of  the  17th 
century,  to  John  Wheeler,  Esq.,  of  Stourbridge,  from  whom  it  descended  to  the  family  of  Unwin. — History  of 
Ashbourne , Ac.,  pp.  253-4. 
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
